Traditions and 


Castoms of Anotber ABC Are Pre- 
served !• the Present Tribe. 
That tbe ancient race of tbe Aztecs 


exists today in the state of Morelos, 
Mexico, their race lines and physical 
characteristics unchanged, although 
tLt aria ami ci\iimiuou of lour cen- 
turies ago are lost, has been estab- 
lished by Dr. Ales Hrdlicka of the 
American Museum of Natural History 
of New York. The discovery is one of 
the results of his fourth expedition to 
that region, from which he has just re- 
turned. 


Scientists knew that a remnant of 


the nation lived in Mexico, but Dr. 
Hrdlicka is the first to reach an ab- 
solute conclusion by means of measure- 
ments and like physiological observa- 
tions. That they are of the original 
Aztec nation is indicated by historical 
records which show that a body of 
them migrated to the country they now 
inhabit near Cuernavaca, fifty miles 
south of the city of Mexico. Their 
language is that of the Aztec, two vil- 
lages speaking nothing else, while a 
few speak Spanish as well. 


The arts of civilization, sculpture, 


painting and stone building, which 
formerly distinguished them, have dis- 
appeared, but the reed and wooden 
houses they now occupy are identical 
with those of the earlier period. The 
race type of 2,000 years ago remains 
intact. 


"The Aztec of today is the Aztec of 


ancient times as far as purity of type 
goes. He is far more of an Aztec than 
the present day Egyptian is an Egyp- 
tian," said Dr. Hrdlicka to a reporter 
of the New York Herald. "In popula- 
tion they number several thousand. 
Like the Indians of North America, 
they assimilated to a degree the cus- 
toms .of the civilization about them. 
At present the Aztec is in danger of 
extermination from 
drinking. They 


took readily to the national beverages 
of Mexico and have steadily degener- 
ated. The few arts, such as beadmak- 
ing and weaving, they possessed thirty 
years ago have slipped from them. 
They are inferior to the Yaquis, farther 
north, and are absolutely dominated by 
the Mexicans about them. 


"Superstition and legend alone re- 


main of their worship of the sun, tbe 
earth and the flre god. They have em- 
braced Christianity. The churches are 
located in the middle of their villages, 
and the services are held in Spanish. 
This seems to have no destroying ef- 
fect, however, on the integrity of their 
language. The ancient hieroglyphics, 
•which have never been deciphered and 
which archselogists believe to hold the 
secrets of a great civilization, the pres- 
ent Aztec is unable to translate. The 
art of writing his tongue has gone with 
the other attributes of former times. 
While a few can read and write Span- 
ish, the majority are ignorant." Dr. 
Hrdlicka was loath to speak on this 
subject. 


"It is not in my province to talk 


about that, for scientists are jealous of 
each other's prerogatives. I can only 
say that the old monuments mean 
nothing more to the Aztec than objects 
of superstitious awe. 
There is no 


clew to the unanswerable problem of 
the old Aztec nation and its origin to 
be obtained from the modern tribe. 
Measurements of the skulls of the 
present race when compared with 
those found in the graves of the old 
Aztecs show that the two are identi- 
cal in this respect. The comparison 
of the features of the living Aztec 
with those found on the monuments 
and in wall paintings prove unsatis- 
factory on account of differences in 
dress. 


"The Aztec does not confine himself 


to the Morelos region," Dr. Hrdlicka 
continued. "I have seen a full blood- 
ed Aztec in the city of Mexico, and it 
is not an uncommon thing to find them 
in smaller towns. Once away from 
their villages, however, their individ- 
uality is lost, and they become like any 
citizen of Mexico. In dress and Ian-

ADA GRAY DEAD. 


Ada Gray, who for years played the 


leading role in "East Lynne," died in 
the Fordham Home for Incurables at 
New York and was buried Thursday, 
by the Actors' Fund of America, which 
had practically suppo-ited her for the 
last seven years.
